The port proper, which, together 
with river approaches, js Managed 
by a. Port Commission founded in 
1870, extends along the Hooghly 
from Konnagar, 9 miles above to 
Budge Budge, 16 miles below Cal- 
cutta. Within these limits may be 
seen ships from any nations busily 
discharging théir heavy cargoes of 
cotton goods, machinery, ofl, sugar, 
graina, and general : merchandise, 
and loading jute. and burlap, tea, 
shellac, hides and skins, pig-tron, 
manganese, mica, coal, ‘oilseeds, and 
the many other products that India 
contributes to international com- 
merce. 

Traffic of the Port. ' 

Tho. total net tonnage of ships 
entering the port during the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1930, amount- 
ed to 4,986,000, as compared with 
4,819,000 during the preceeding 
year. The quantity, of goods dis- 
charged and loaded, including 
petroleum landed at Budge Budge, 
totalled 10,871,000 tons in 1929-30, 
which was an increase of 31,000 
tons over 1928-29. Of the 1,040 
vessels engaged in foreign trade 
which entered and cleared, 799 
were British, 68 Ameriean, 44 
Japanese, 29 German, 18 Italian, 34 
Norwegian, 26 Dutch and 22 from 
other European countries. 

Although India has five major 
ports—Caleutta, Bombay, Karachi, 
Madras and Rangoon—34 per cent.

: Facilities, 

In order to care for ita vast 
traffic, Calcutta is provided with all 
the facilities commonly found in a 
first-class port. The Garden Reach 
jetties, one of the. latest additfons 
to the port and finished since the 
war, are built on modern Hnes, the 
transit sheds being fully equipped 
with electric y cranes, elevators, 
trolley lines, a other davices for 
the efficient hahdling of cargo. The 
King George’s Dock, another recent 
addition to tho port. which is Te- 
ported to be the largest dock under- 
taking in the world, was opened by 
the Viceroy in December, 1928.

consideration, either directly or in- 
directly, for playing or for teaching 
the game." 

This ‘aweeping definition would 
make the winner of every half- 
crown corner tremble for his 
amateur status, were it not for the 
fact that we obey the spirit of the 
law rather than the letter. 

Golf is a game that is played in 
this way., Our worthy adversary 
makes an excursion into the tiger 
country and meets us on the green 
with the information that he has 
taken three. That is good enough. 
He has taken three, If a player 


competes in amatour events ‘ye tells 


us he ia an amateur. That is good 
enough, too. ; 

If the time comes 
amateur finds himself earning 
money by his golf, he has two 
courses open to him. ‘he first {fs 
to become, a professional.

The golfer who does not choose 
to turn professional can atill play 
in friendly matches ‘with his ac- 
quaintances.
